2. University of Montana (U of M)— Missoulaiindicates that annudly 100 athletic facility passes are made
available to alumni/the genera public a a cost of $500 per pass for tota revenue of $50,000

3. MSU- Billingsindicates annud revenue from aumni/generd public use of ahletic facilitiesis $1,000, as
most of the fadilities do not alow aumni/public access.

4. Theserevenues from dumni/genera public are part of overdl revenue streams pledged as backing for
facility bonds. The university syslem believes the revenue would need to be replaced through increasesin
Sudent/faculty fees.
